THE EFFEOT IN PLORENCE,

Fromthe Florence Oplnione, Sopt, 28,

When Garibaldi'a arrest became kuown to-
wards geven \n the evening, ascemblages of the
people took olkce in variovs points ol the city,
At the hend of cach were men armed with
mugkets. A number of young men attucked the
jost of the Nativoal Guard on the Plazza delln
Slgnoria, ard Maurmed soue of the men, who,
however, ntterwerds 1ecovered their wenpons,
Some guurds were also disarmed st the Palugzo
Pitti. The shop of & gunsmith cloge by was at-
tacked, but the attempt did not suexeed; in the
Via del Martelll the rlotors were more fortunste,
and took arms from another shop. Neditious
cries were heard cverywhere,

Beveral windows were brokenin the Plazza
Santo-Spirito,  Cavalry, infantry, and the
bersugleri traversed the streets to clear them,
Numerous arrests were made, and especially of
persons not belonging to Floremce. Shortly
after nine an unusoully heavy shower of rain
put an end to the demonstration, and the strects
soou becawe deserted.  No accldent ig to be de-
plored; however, such was the apprehension
which prevailed that the shopg, even the cafes,
ard some or the theatres, were closed,
